RESOLUTION 

New Delhi, the 1st February, 1971 

No, 26/7/70-EC—The Government of India attaches the highest importance 
to the development of an Integrated and self-reliant electronics industry in the 
country, as rapidly as possible. Electronics occupies a key position In modern 
scince and technology. It has a vital role to play in the fields of Atomic Energy, 
(>Dmmunications, Defence, Education, Entertainment and Space Technology. It 
is assumln^t Increasing importance In the monitoring and control of production 
processes in the Engineering, Chemical and Metallurgical industries. Because of 
its dynamic character, its pervasive nature and its significant Impact op science. 
Industry and society, electronics is today in the vanguard of technological progress. 
Technological progress and obsolescence are both very rapid in this field. An 
Intensive promotional effort relating to both production and research and develop¬ 
ment is, therefore, essential to ensure a rapid growth of self-confidence and of 
Indigenous capabilities. 

2. In order to ensure the necessary balanced development of electronics in the 
country, the Government of India consider it necessary to set up am organisation 
free from all non-essential restrictions or needlessly inelastic rules, which will 
review the entire field of electronics with regard to research, development and 
industrial operations, with full authority to formulate policy in this field and to 
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direct Implementation, on sound technical and economic principles, of all measures, 
both promotional and regulatory, that are necessary for the country to attain 
self-reliance in the shortest possible time and in the best possible manner. 

3. After careful consideration the Government of India have decided to establish 
an Electronics Commission with full executive and financial powers. 


4. Constitution: — 

(a) The Electronics Commission shall consist of full time and part time 

members. The total number of members shall be not less than four 
but not more than seven. 

(b) The Chairman of the Electronics Commission will also be Secretary to 

the Government of India in the Department of Electronics. 

(c) A Member of the Commission will be the Member for Finance who shall 

also be ex-officio Secretary to the Government of India in the Depart¬ 
ment of Electronics in financial matters. 


3. Functions .—The Electronics Commission shall be responsible: — 

The Electronics Commission shall be responsible;— 

(a) for formulating policy In, the field of electronics, paying due regard to 

other general policies of Government; 

(b) for preparing the budget of the Department of Electronics for each 

financial year and obtaining Government approval thereto; and 

(c) for the Implementation of Government policy in all martters concerning 

electronics through appropriate agencies of Government, 


6. Within the limits of the budget provision, approved by Parliament, the 
Commission shall have the powers of the Government of India, both administrative 
and financial, for carrying out Its work. 


7. Chairman: — 


(a) 


The Chairman, in hi.s capacity as the Secretary to the Government of 
India in the Department of Electronics shall be rc.sponslble for arriving 
at decisions on technical questions and advising Government on matters 
of policy relating to electronics. All recommendMions of the Com¬ 
mission on policy and allied matters shall be put up to the Prime 
Minister through the Chairman. 

(b) The Chairman shall have the power to overrule the other Members of 
the Commission, except that the Member for Finance shaU have the 
rlcht to ask that any financial matter, in which he does not agree 
wfth the Chairman, be referred to the Prime Minister and the Finance 

Minister- 

frl The Chairman may authorise any Member of the Commission to exercise 
^ on ht bThaU su'^ject to such general or special ord^s a« he^ay is^ue 
from time to tlnle, such of his powers and responsibilities as be may 
decide. 


8 Member for Finance.-The Member for Finance shall exercise the j^owers of 
Department.
